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BRIEF HISTORICAL SKETCH

Those who have read the Charter of the Ancients granted them on | 
March 17, 1638, (O. S.) will recall that the Company was granted 1,000 

acres of land to be used by them for their military exercises and the defray- 

ing of other charges. This land is now included in the present City of Nashua, | 
New Hampshire. In addition, we find that by grant of the General Court in 

1673 they were allowed an additional 500 acres in the township of Rutland. 

They found, however, that these grants were not so much of a gift as woula | 
appear because immediately upon possession, they were taxed — where- 

upon a committee was appointed to “sell and dispose of the 1,000-and 

500-acre grants.” A petition was presented to the General Court in 1731 

when they were authorized to dispose of them. They sold the Rutland land 

in 1737 but the date the Nashua lands were sold does not appear. They 

were, however, sold to Colonel Blanchard and a mortgage taken as security. 

After the mortgage’s death, however, the mortgage continued in dispute being 

finally paid off in 1789.

Such funds as the Company built up prior to the Revolution were 
invested in mortgages or real estate among which was a mortgage on Copp’s 
Hill (now a burying ground), and a mortgage on certain lands in Charlestown 
Square. These investments were far from profitable to them because of their 
inability to collect the interest when it was due and needed. After the 
Revolution, however, they began investing in public stocks which they found 
they could handle more easily. 


In 1810 the Company found that they had been annually appropriating 
a larger sum to defray anniversary expenses than their income warranted. 
They also found that they were losing members because on their anniversary 
in June, 1810, only thirty-two appeared in the ranks. One reason for their 
losing members was that the uniform of the Ancients had become totally 
different than that used by the militia officers, which required those of the 
militia joining them to provide two distinct sets of uniforms, the older members 
of the Ancients being unwilling to change their uniform to conform with the 
militia uniform. 


A committee was, therefore, chosen to consider the state of the Com- 
pany whose report was adopted early that year. The Company purchased a 
stand of arms with a complete set of accoutrements with new badges for the 
officers. They also changed the uniform to conform nearly to that of the 
pillia officers of Boston. This entailed a heavy expense but they were Te 

y donations from several distinguished citizens. They also increased Me 
fee from $5.00 to $15.00.
